Corn aud Oats for Horses,

Corn is deficiend in mauny of the ele-
ments of nutrition so necessary for re-
cuperating the constant wear and tear
which necessarily takes place in the
body of the living animal.  On this ac-
count, horses which are exclusively fed
on corn and hay do not reeeive that
kind of pourishment which appears
necessary for the due support and main-
tenance of the animal fabrie: hence, we
must not be surprised that corn-fed
horses show evidence of being languid,

by sweating profusely while being
worked, lack of vitality, ete.  Oats, on

the contrary, contain more of the essen-
tial elements of nutrition than any other
article of food which ean be fed with
impunity to horses, and are decidedly
the most putritions. They are the
cheapest, because there is less risk in
feeding them. and experience has proved
that horses properly fed on oats and
timothy hay, with regular exereise, good
erooming and proper sanitary regula-
tiens, ean be brouzht to the highest state
of physical culture, and can perform
more work with less evidence ul’ fatigue
than when fed on any other article of
tood. —Farm, Field and Fireside.

Mr. Pendel wus President
Lincoln’s body-zuard; saw him to his car-
riage the fatal night on which bhe visited
Ford’s theater, and he now has in his pos-
session the blood-stained eoat which Mr.,
Lincoln wore on that memorable ocecasion.
There is not a public man in America to-
day who does not know, and who is not
known ULy, these gentlemen, and the remi-
niscences of public and social life which
they can reccunt would fill a congression-
al volume.
